That the satisfactory disposition 


of the flood waters of the San Dimas 
wash is jitill a live issue, altho a 
difficult one, was shown thru the 
appearance of a large delegation of 
property-owners of West Covina and 
Baldwin Park before the weekly 
meeting of the Covina 'chamber of 
commerce Tuesday noon. 


The discussion Was amicable and 


cooperative, but it was made known 
that the property-owners of the dis- 
trict affected were opposed to the 
formation of a flood district 'that 
would entail the issuing of some- 
thing like $360,000 in bonds. It was 
pointed out, however, that no propo- 
sal made by the flood control district, 
or by any other organization or in- 
dividual, has been made with any 
other end in view than to bring 
about a settlement of a long contro- 
versy, and to adequately' care for 
the flood Waters at the lowest, pos- 
sible expense. It 
was , generally 


agreed that the property-owners of 
Baldwin Park and West Covina are 
right in believing that the $360,000 
proposal is excessive .in comparison 
with the amount of benefit to "be de- 
rived. 


The delegation expressed itself as 


not opposed to the extension of Ba- 
dillo avenue from the Covina city 
limits to Baldwin Park, which is one 
of the improvements that is linked 
with the question of the disposal of 
the flood watem Baldwin Park citi-

San Gabriel Canyon Stages Record-Breaking 


Explosion When East Abutment Is Mined 


to Uncover Solid Qranite Foundation 


Ninety tons, or 180,000 pounds of black powder, the largest 


single powder blast ever exploded in California, lifted a mountain 
into the air at the San Gabriel canyon damsite Wednesday night, 
with a reverberation that shook the Sierra Madre mountain range 
for several miles in all directions, and brot down 150,000 cubic 
yards of dirt and rock in the streambed. A dense, billowing, 
rolling cloud of dirt and smoke was sent hundreds of feet into 
the air, and choked the great canyon gorge for fifteen minutes 
after the mighty blast. 


The gigantic "shot" had been in 


process of engineering planning for 
two months, according to Chief En- 
gineer E. C. Eaton of the Los An- 
geles flood control district, who, 
with County Supervisor E. F. Mc- 
Clellan and other county officials, 
stood at the damsite and witnessed 
the explosion. Afterwards the chief 
engineer declared that the, blast was 
' one hundred per cent . successful. ' ' 


COYOTE POCKETS 


The "shot" was fired by a net- 


work of electric wires from a point 
more than half a mile away, and 
came promptly at six o'clock, after 
the last day shift had reached a 
place of safety. 
Sixteen "coyote 


holes," or small tunnels, had been 
bored in the canyon side at the point 
on the east will where the bedrock 
is being uncovered to form an an- 
chorage for the- $25,000,000 flood con- 
trol- dam, now under 
construction, 


and to be the largest dam by nearly 
three times; that the world has «ver

of holding several tons each of black 
powder.

The weight, or amount of powder, 


at each location had been carefully 
computed by exp-ert powder men un- 
der contract by the San Gabriel dam 
contractors, with the problem of 
"balancing" the gigantic load that 
was to be lifted. The success of the 
blast was shown when the entire 
hillside lifted at the same time, with 
no side thrusts, loosening the over- 
burden of rock and dirt down to the 
hard rock. More than half of the 
burden lifted was precipitated into 
the canyon, the remainder being so 
greatly loosened that it can be brot 
down by hydraulic and electric drills 
working on the surface. 


EXPERT OBSERVERS 


A large group of county officials, 


photographers and others who Were 
present as observers for other great 
contracting concerns, watched the 
completion of the "shot" from the 
high point on the motor road above 
the damsite on the west side. At this 
point it is 2400 feet across to the 
corresponding abutment, which is the 
length of the dam, and is 425 feet 
from streambed, a few feet above 
the actual height of the dam when 
finished. 


Black powder is exclusively used 


in these operations, in order to pre- 
vent the shattering of the solid rock, 
the chief engineer explained. Black 
powder is a "lifting" agency, while 
dynamite, being a compressed pro- 
duct, blows iu. every direction, and 
might result in the opening of seams 
in the granite upon which the great 
dam is to be superimposed. Altho 
the blast was the greatst ever used 
in the state where powder was the 
agency, the charges were buried so 
Jeep that with the exception of a 
subterranean roar and mighty tre- 
mor, the blast was not felt outside 
of its immediate area. 


VALLEY NOT SHAKEN 


On the east abutment, directly 


across from the blast, the watchers 
felt a shock as if a great blow had 
been struck beneath the feet, and 
the atmosphere was thrown toward 
the west with the force of a hurri- 
cane. 


The most spectacular feature of 


the blast was the immense and roll- 
ing cloud 01 dirt, which enveloped 
the entire canyon in that region, 
and fell like the sound cf rain for 
five miuutes.

Parents Warned 
to Keep Boys Out 


of Reservoirs 


With complaints coming into his 


office from several sources to the 
effect that children are swimming in 
private ranch reservoirs, Chief of 
Police Saunders issued a warning 
this week to parents to make special 
effort to keep their children from 
this dangerous practice. 


"A ranch reservoir is far more 


dangerous that a brook pool or a 
lake," the chief said.

Commenting on the Valencia situa- 


tion as of the first of June, Assistant 
Orange Sales Manager Bayage point- 
ed out the marketing strategy that 
must be used to *uove the greatly in- 
creased tonnage of this year's crop. 
Baaed on the June 1st estimate there 
remains to.be shipped, after that 
date, 27,319 cars of valencies as com- 
pared with 11,078 in 1927-28 and 
15,023 in 1926-27. 


The total crop, including ship- 


ments made before June first and 
for the Exchange only, is estimated 
at .approximately 31,000 cars. The 
largest previous Valencia crop was 
that of 1926-27, when 20,477 cars 
were shipped. 


"The marketing of this 33% per 


cent increase presents some problems 
but' also is aided by many advan- 
tages," says Mr. Savage. "Consid- 
ering the unfavorable factors first, 
the one that offers the most resist- 
ance is the extreme small size of the 
fruit. The estimated season's aver- 
age size will run around 240, the 
smallest average on lecord. 


CITBTJB GBOVES DEVELOPED 


IN BRITISH POSSESSIONS 


Altho two-thirds of the British 


orange supply comes from Spain, the 
most striking increases in production 
are noted in units of the British em- 
pire. Imports from Palestine of the 
famed Jaffe oranges more than doub- 
led between 1924 and 1928 and are 
likely to double again within the 
.next few years, according to recent 
reports. At present South Africa 
sends only 6 per vent of the total 
importation, but this is expected to 
be doubled or trebled within the 
next decade. 


Each inhabitant of the island 


kingdom—England, Scotland, Wales 
and Ireland, eats nineteen pounds of 
oranges a year, or one-third of all 
$he oranges entering the channel of 
world trade. In 1927 imports were 
80 per cent more than in 1920. 


• Altho consumption has pone up 
since the war, it is not certain that 
it will be able to keep pace with pro- 
duction unless the price to the con- 
sumer goes, down.

It Is said that man's 
brain developed more than that of 
the other animals because nature 
had placed the factor of safety In 
his brain rather than In 
the 
muscles. That Is, he was dependent 
upon his brain In an emergency, 
while the lower animals exerted 
their muscles to their fullest extent 
when placed In a predicament.—

Blood Element*

the three chemical elements In the 
body which keep us alive are hemo- 
globin, chlorophyll and a third, a 
compound of phosphorus, which is 
still virtually unknown. The hemo- 
globin supplies Iron and forms the 
red cells. .The^chrybrophyll, which 
Is the same substance that tints 
plants green, takes up the carbon 
dioxide gas from the air.

phosphorus compound has the func- 
tion of forming the central nu- 
cleus of a living celj and It Is sup- 
posed that It was with this myste- 
rious chemical that animal life first 
began during the earth's early days.

Non-Shatterable Glass

Fight the Fruit Fly—

That residents of California should immediately report 


to authorities any fruit or vegetables that have been brot 
into this state from Florida, is the warning given out by 
President Shannon Crandall of the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce in the current number of "Southern California 
Business," the official magazine of that organization. The 
discovery of the Mediterranean fruit fly in Florida was the 
cause of President CrandalPs words of caution. 


After»telling the measures that federal authorities have 


. 
taken to combat the dreaded Mediterranean fruit fly in the 
southern states, and after, urging congress to reimburse Flor- 
ida growers for any losses they may sustain by destruction 
of crops, President Crandall says: 


"California has the double interest of wishing Florida to 


be freed of this great menace on the one hand, and of keep- 
ing the fly from her own borders. 


"No fruit or fruit-like vegetable grown in the United 


States is exempt from it ravages; and in California, were it 
to gain a foothold, our investment of $1,100,000,000 in our 
fruit and vegetable industry and our annual income of $385,- 
000,000, which represents an annual supply of 250,000 car- 
loads, and which finds its way into the major number of 
homes of:the nation, would be at an end. 


"Words would fail to portray the tragic situation in south- 


ern California should the Mediterranean fruit fly, thru the 
neglect of a single California resident or visitor, gain entrance 
into this wonderfully productive section. 


"Praise is due the Floridr. authorities for moving prompt- 
! 
ly and t>wiftly to meet the invasion in that state. There is 
reason to believe that with the department of agriculture 
backing up the authorities of that state with science and 
money, the battle will be fought to a successful finish; but 
it should be borne in mind that there is danger of the pest 
escaping even the most vigilant guard placed around Florida. 
This being true, it behooves every resident^ not only of south- 
ern California, but all of the Pacific coast states, to do his 
part to insure safety. 


"Every resident of the southwest is urged to be on the 


lookout for contraband fruit or vegetables that may be brot 


tourists."

Politics Had No Part 


in Tammany's Founding 


The Tammany society In New 


fork was founded on May 12, 1789, 
iy Wrlliam Moonoy as a "fraternity 
»f patriots solemnly consecrated to 
the independence, the popular lib- 
erty and the federal union of the 
country." 
In its early history the 


society was a patriotic organisation, 
with men from all political parties 
as members. 
The society held Its 


first meeting in the old Fraunces 
tavern. 
The first Tammany hail 


was built at Nassau and Frankfort 
streets In 1811, one room being re- 
served for the meeting* of the so- 
ciety and the remainder being rent- 
ed out as a hotel. 
This hall was 


used by the society until 1868 when 
their home on Fourteenth street, be- 
tween Third avenue and Irving 
place, was occupied. This home 
was used by the Tammany society 
until 1928, when they moved to a 
new building on Union square. The 
society, which was at first entirely 
a social and benevolent organiza- 
tion, still retains these features to 
some extent, though It has become 
better known as the headquarters 
of the Democratic political organ- 
ization of New York city. 


Natural for All Dogs

Even before the dawn of history,

away. It brought him a distinct ad 
vantage. 


Consequently, by selection and 


breeding of the best ''pointers," the 
hunting dog was evolved 
after 


countless centuries. 
This theory Is 


advanced by Iroquols Dahl In Field 
and Stream. 


Exemplary Bird Parent* 


Among the most tenacious of bird 


parents are the killdeers, probably 
the most widely distributed of Amer- 
ican shore birds. Both the male 
and the female incubate the eggs. 
When one is scared from the nest, 
the other steals behind the intruder 
and takes Its place. These birds are 
experts lit the "broken wing" act 
with men, dogs and predatory ani- 
mals to draw them away from the 
nests, but with hoofed animals, 
which might step on the eggs, they 
adopt an attitude of defiance. They 
will spread their wings and run 
straight Into the animal's face, try- 
Ing to startle It.
